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THE ART OF GUERILLA WARFARE. 
General Principles. 



i. The obieet Of gi.erilla, warfare is to harass the oiiemv in 
.very way possible w.thm all the tcrrit.>,->- holtls to such an 
latent thnt he is cventnally incapable either of embarkinR on a 
war. or i.t ecu.t..mmig one that „my already have oom.ccoced. 
Hie spheie of aetion should includo his home country, and also in 
certam c.rcurnstanees, such neutral countries as he uses as a 
some.' of supply This object is achieved by coiiipelliiig the 
enemy to disperse his forces in order to guard his flanks, his coni- 
uuinications, his detachments, supply depots, etc., against the 
attacks of guerillas, and thus so to weaken Ida main armies that 
the eondiict of a campaign becomes impossilWe. 
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Ttiere are tfiree maiu types oi guerilla warfare 
The cctivitieK of iadiiiduAls, or of small groups workinc: 
by steal til on acts of sabottige. 

The action of larger groups working a® a band under a 
nominated leader, and emplojdng military tactics, weapons 
etc., to ak;sbt in the acbievouient <if their object. Which is 
usually of a, destractive imture. 



(c) The operations of large guerilla forces, whose strength 
necessitates a certain degree of military' organi'/ation in 
order to secure their cohosion and to make and caiTv out 
effectively a plan of campaign. 

3. The type of gueriifa warfare that Cun be carried out in any 
particular ferritorv is dcpcmlent on the locjif condiiions at the 
time, as explained later. The greater, however, should always 
include the less— i,e., where circumstanoes arc favourable (o the 
employinent of large gticrilla forces, thipy wiM also pormil the 
action of pai'tisan bands and of sabof^irs. Where conditions arc 
unsiiitahlc tr> large scale operations, the action of partisan bands 
should lie supported by that of saboteurs. 

4- The eulminatrng stage of guerilla warfare should always ho 
to produce in the field large formations of guerillas, wcll-ftrmcd 
and well-trained, which are able to take a direct part in the Vight- 
ing by attELcks on. suitable hostile formations and objects in direct 
conjunction with the operations of the regular troop». It may 
well be. however, that, in the early dayfi of the war, gtierilk 
:ictitdties must, owing to tho enemyk strength and to lock of 
support of the local poptifation. be liniited to acta of sabolrtsfc. 
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M the war pi^greeses, iuid as the enen^’s hold begiiiB to weah^ 
owing to eufloessful aabotege> to War weariness of the enemy’s 
and as the inhabitants cease to be overawed, oondifciona 
wUl become ripe for the formation of partisan bands. 

These bauds will, at couunencement, act- singly or in 
small local coaceutrations By their audacity kid apparent ira- 
munity from hostile counter-measures, they must then fan the 
flame of revolt until circumstances become favourable for the 
ci^ftiOKattoa oi largo groups of baude, worMiig under centml 
leftdership on a serai-militarj* basis, necessitating a considerable 
deerce ci co-ordination as regards arrangements for supplies, 
munitions, oollectlon of military intelligence, etc. 

5: There are two main points in this connection to bear in 

miod 

(ii) To obtain the ma.xjiuum effect from guerilla warfare it is 
pecessary to make use ot all three types. Therefore, a 
careful study must be made as early as possible of the 
ten-itorioa concerned, so as to determine for what methods 
of warfare each territory is suited, lind to make the nec- 
essary preparations in advance. It is an extravagant 
wa«5te of effort and opportunity if, for example, in an ar’ea 
suited for large Scale guerilla operationa, activities are, 
want of preparation ami forethought, Uiutled to the 
uncorordloated actions of pai'tisan bandu and saboteurs. 
Fiji-ther, it must be remembered that the enemy will msti- 
( lUe counter-iusasuves as soon as guerilla SOtivities againat him 
commence. If these activities are no a small scale, it may be 
nr-b.tively easy for him not only to sujjpress them temperariiy, hut 
fdsf'. by that action, to prevent theit resuscitation on either that 
•'•j' a larger scale. It has been shown countless times in history 
that where firm enemy action has been taken in time against 
beginninga, such action has always met with auccCaa. To 
counter this, therefore, it is again important that the commence- 
iiierd of gijerilk operations should be on the highest and widest 
scale that the area concerned will permit. 

The two argumentB above overwhelmingly support this 
policy. 

(b) The secemd point to be noted is that the organization of 
gueriilaB must not be of a higher degree than circum- 
stances will, with reasonable safety, and a view to effi- 
ci«?nqy, percoit. 

The factor of “safety^’ ctuicerns possible enemy eoonter- 
action; the oloser and higher the organuation, the mbro easily 
can it be broken up and becomB ineffective. It is valueless and 
rlftngeroua premalurcly to organize partifiau bands, acting indc- 
pendently as they normally sboutd, into platoohs^ companies, 
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et0.- aiid tilin' -into regiments oi- brigades, with nomin- 
ated commandpifi, akeLeton orders «£ battle. inUdligcrme servi-sa. 
e-tt5. ; puch wgatJiJiatroYi nec'Wsifcates ddcuments, written oj’ders 
files, etc., flit or any of ^vhich, Mling. into the enemy’a hands, tnnT 
enable- him to desti’Oy the guhl'tlla tndvehjent a.t a blow,' 



In any case, such Oreaniaation ia iinneoessarv in the early 
Tn thi^se conditions, except for a central (hTeeting bvai;. 
and a few tiusted emissaries, partisan hands should he st-lf-eon 
tamed, acting under their own leader's iiiitiaUve towards the 
by th^ coiitTplllng authocity, obtaining tbeii’ own 
the most direct and siniplest thea[is (iiaimlly by 
Word nf mont.h) aiui maintaining tho looser organist) on 
lb(t* with effective action.

<6). Tlie fuotoi’ of offiyionny concerns the iiiherefit advaiiiugtjs 
that guerillas enjoy through theil* auperiur mohilify and Iheir 
lack o£ comniunicationa. A premature tightening of organiRatlon 
is dire^dly inimical to these two advantages, so that an ineveasn 
in Ine degree of orgauisation over the bare minimum necessary 
imiHt inevitably lead to decreased efficiency. It is obviouB, how 
ever, that, in the culminating stages of gherilla warfare, with 
Virge in.HSKeo o? guorlllae trd{ing an open part, pciine degree of 
organization i/i np.eoHSary in order tn cfttahlish a chain of com- 
mnniil, to render ftdminifffcrativ'o av!‘ang4ments pnsaible, and In 
collect intelligence as a basis for jiliins, etc. 



7- At anj' time, therefore, the cnrrepf; degree of organization 
to be e?-(ablishcd must be a matter for the most serious eorviidev 
otjorj of the controlling ftuthonty ; ns ennditinns ch,ingc, so will 
the degree. To m^et changing eircuTnBfc,-i'neeB, therefore, Ihe cem 
trolling autliority miist plan in advance, so thiit clo?cr nrganiza 
lion can be instituted when the moment demands, or can be re* 
laxctl if enemy action temporarily fiecessitatea,

8- The whol? nrl of guerilla warfare lies in etvikmg tlir 
enemy w'here ho Uast oxrpects it, and yet wlici-c he is tnf,si '/ulucv- 
ablo; this will produce the greatest effect in inducing, ami cv«ui 
compelling, him to use up large number? 6f troops in g«ai'<Iing 
tigninst &uch blotvs. 

Mt)dcrn laigK-si^cd armies, entirely dependent tlioy arc 
on the regular doUvery of supplioB, ruuintions, petrol, etc., for 
tihpiv opomtions, present, a particiilarly favourable opporfiinitv 
for giicirilla warfatfe, directed against their communications by 
road, rail oi* water, and against their system of Internal postal 
and t‘degranb coTutnunications.

Thus the operations of gueiillas will usually be directed 
a^Auisi dat>ka of armies, against their coramunicatioba and 
Against posts and detachincnts established fay the enemy for the 
express purpose of protecting his important localities against 
such sporadic attempts. 

Methods and Principles. 

9. The methods and pvindpies of guerilla warfare rnusb he 
based ou a proper estimation of the relative advantages and dis- 
ddiuauiges enjoyed by the enemy on on.e bnod, &nd the guerillas 
Mi: tfao oth^r, in armaments, mobility, numbers, informatian, 
un^raie, training, etc. 

10. The enemy will almost invariably possess armament «up- 
c:ior both in tiuftntity and auality-*i.e., he wiU have artillery, 
murtars, gao. armoured vehicles, etc., in addiUoii to the automatics 
and rides with which the guerillas will also be armed. Jn total 
s-rengtb the enemy ^riij nonunlly have ih® superiority ua »veU, but 
;!:e distribution of his forees will nece&sitafu the use of deUtcImients 
auiuntt which .Hupevku* guerilla forces can he brought. 

M. It is in mobility, in inforation, and in morale that the 
gdC'riilas can sf^eiire the advantage, and those factors are the means 
1;. which the enemy's superior arruameot and numbers can beqt 
be comhatied. The superior mobility, however, 2 $ not absolute, 
h it relative - i.e. to the type of country in vyhich th© activities are 
irt^jeod, u> the detaile'd knowledge of that country by the guerillas, 
«rT.i.. Ill aljMikite inobiUty, the fjieray inuBt always have the Ad- 
vantage — i.e., the ukc of railway systems, the possession of large 
Lumberif nf tRi^toj's. lorries, ai;inoured cars, tanks, etc.^ of large 
ivrcei of cavalry, etc- By the judicious selection of ground, 
however, and by moves in darkness to aecnje suj)riae, the guerillas 
t .ui enjoy relatively supej-ior Tnobility for the period necessary for 
each operation. 

12. The cTkcmy will ueually be in a c»)untry where the pop- 
ulation is largely hostile, so that the people will actively co-operatc 
Ji providing inforniation, for the guerillas and wl,tbholclmg It from 
fie fcnetny. The proper encouragement of this natural eituation 
and the 'ievelopement of tho system of obtaining information will 
ensure that the guerilias are leapt Sill faif with the oheriiy’B

the InitiaUve. To have the initiative confers the inva-luable ad- 
vantage of Heleuting the place of eperatioos that moat favour 
success as regards' locality,- groond,. time, relative strengths, etc. 
The mitiative cap. always be secured by remaining completely 
quicsicent iiotil the moment fur the commenccmcfifc of guerilla 
activities arrives, and then suddenly launching out against nn 
urisuspeuting enemy. To retain the mitiatlYe conferring thesf 
ndvantugtis diimands a ceasulcBS activity, su that the cn^my i.^ 
prevented from getting' in -his blow 'by the constantly' reCurriTi^^ 
ocu^SRity of parrying tho&o aimed at him. 

15 > IJntU the. final and culminating stages of partisau war- 
faro where l&rgn bodies of guerilla are oo-operuting witb tbo 
rogufar, forces, it must ba the object of parti^.na to avoid pro 
longed engagements with thejr oppon^ts, unless ip such over- 
whelming strength' that supcesa can be assured before the arrival 
f»f romtorcernentfi. The object must be to strike hard and dis- 
appear before the eaemy can recover and strike bauk. Therefore- 
the action of aii partisan bands must be governed by the nec- 
veasity of a speujo line, of retirement for use when bho momenl 
for calling off the action arrives. It must be borne in mind, too, 
that the immunity of partisaTis from enemy action is a nrogt valu- 
able aionil factor; to inftict danpage and death on tbe enemy and 
to escape acot-froe ha® ah irritan-t and depressing effect i)h the 
ciTorny’s spirit, and a cOfreRpoTidingly encouraging effect on the 
moraif*, not only of the guerillas but of the local mhabilants, a 
matter of considerable motncjii; m thio epHere of nctinn nothing 
sucedads like BUkCcesS. 

16. From the abo\o .review of the pircwmstaiic«6 of gnerilia 

warfare, the aim of tbe guerillas must bo fce develop their inherent 
nrlvuntages 80 ns to nullify thpae of the enemy.

Arms and Enuipmenb 

33. The provision and replenishnicnt of arms and eqiiipfuent 
ff/r giterilhis ft a problem that rctjuiiea constajit coneideriiticui. 

It is ohttuus that, if adequate supplies can be obtained befor© 
bo.stilitirs eojumence aud can be suitably dietributedv the problem 
is immensely sinipUfied ; further, guerilla operations can then be 
cnnmipnced without delay. The poasibility of providing, auch 
pence stocks is poxcined abnosfc entirely by political considerations, 
so that each country or district must he coii&idored as a separate 
CLise; the attitude of the Gene^^ll Stafl concerned isulso of import- 
jiLce, mere particularly in \'iew of the prefiaure thoy can exert on 
Lliu'ir gtivernmcnts, a prceourc which grows in weight o» thn 
upnroadi of criscE. 

54. The futus most suitable for g^iorlJluB are those which do 
not hamper tbeir mobility, but which are effective at close 
fjnnrtftrF. (.hicnlla actiona will usually take place at point blank 
range as the if'suit of an ainbaah or mid, with the object of 
iiitlicting the maximiim amount of damage In a short time and 
then getting away. What is impoi’tant therefore is a heavy volume 
of fire devdoricd iIUJlledia^el)^ with the object of causing ah many 
cai^'UnltirH and coiibcquenfc confusion as poaeible at the otitset of 
the action, rndoubtedly. therefove, tlie most effective weapon 
f'H the aruerillx is the sub-machine gun which can be hied either 
fi'iuu a rest or from the ehoulder — i.e. a touiDiy-gun or gangster 
2i 13 ; in addlllotk, ihis gun has the dualities of being short and 
rnmjM natively light- Special ellorts must therefor© be mod© tn 
ti/iidp each hand with a porccnUige of these guus. Carbines are 
.■'aiiabh’, being shorler and lighter than rifles, aud the long range 
of the rifle is not necessaiy. After carbineB come revolvers and 
j'inlola for night worlc and for very close quarters, and then rifles. 
The roor? silencers that can be obtained for thos© weapons the 
belter; a ‘silenced' rifle or revolver not only impedes detection, 
luit has a considerable moral eJTect on the sniping of sentries, etc. 
T<»lescopic sights are invaluable for snipers.

The scIi-cfcioD iind traltkiiig of regular ai*jpy officers iu the 
art of guerilla warfare ! these would b« sent to organize 
n.ml take charge of guerilla operations in their rcBpective 
areas, or to act as aclvisei-s to the local leaders. Such 
trainUig yhuiild include a period of residence in the terri- 
tory concerned. 



Conclwsion. 

76. 1'he niore the siibjuct conBidcied .tL.e uu>i'c apparent il 
becoiijcs that in guerilla Warfare it is the pej^pimlity of tho leader 
which emmts above everything.. It is he who by his personalily 
and steadfastness must hold the loosely orgaoized partisans tu- 
gcllu'j', and by his courag.c, amUcity and high inteliigeiice 
successfully dircci and lead their operations. 

79* These bperatinna range over an tinliinitcd field according 
to hjcft) ctrcumstriiiccs. Large forces of guerillas can harry the 
flanks of an advancing or returning army, can raid liia conimuiii 
cations in force, destroying railways, burning supply dumps ami 
capturing convoys, and then withdraw again to the sccuiity of 
thftir ow'n lines. Small bauds of partisans can live hehind thi» 
onifmy’ft lines, or filter through gaps in his li'ont, »nd carry oii 
similar activities on a smaller scale. Individual gnerillas can be 
peruianently locaUd in th.e ciieuiy’s rear, where by the eiiiping of 
guards, tho destruction of military vehicles, buildings, etc., they 
earn be a running sor© ia hia fleslv, draining hie vitality and 
hampering his action. 

SO- Guerillas obtain their advantage over the enemy by their 
greatci’ knowledgB td tho country, their relatively greater niobili^v, 
and their vastly sui^erhfr sources of information. Those are the 
factors which, when properly exploited, enable them to eiipagp 
with BiiecesB nn enetny who is better equipped, more closely ilisoip 
lincd> and usually iu greater strength. 
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HJ. Xbo mAiii objects of gucriila warf^ivo arc to inflict di • 
dnmagc and loss or the enemy, to hampoc Ids operations 
movements by attacks on his communicalionS: and to compol 
to withdraw the maximtim muuber of Iroops from the main fniTt 
of battle so as to weaken his offenaivc power. Direct action *f 
the types envisaged will bring tlie desired result about It mulf 
always be remoinberei] that, guerilla warfare is what regvdar armies 
hai e most to fear. When directed wdth skill and carried out with 
courage and whole-hearted endeavour, an effective campaign bv 
the enemy becomes almost impossible. ^ ^ 



SI Guerilia warfare is much facilitated by the co-operation 

of the local mhabitants, but in the face of an imcotnproTnisine 
hostile occupation this will only b&come active as the ]*esult of 
successful action by the guerillas. It is this alone that will aVaken 
in the people the spirit of revolt, of audacity and of endurance 

and make them foresee and >ssist towards the victory that will 
be theirs. 



83- In the modonx world the time has now come when agoressor 
nations, to gain their ends, use every device and ingenuity that 
then- perverted xvits can devise to break down the resistance of 
their intended victims both before and after the occupation of 
their teiTitoi-y, Gnen the leadership, the courage, the arms and 
the preparation, however., there is one thing remaining that they 
break, and that is the spirit of the people ^ hose teiTitorv 
has been ovev-run. a spirit e.vpressing itself in uncompromising 
and steadfast resistance to defeat and in a ruthless and uneom 

partisans until the enemy is forced to erv 
Halt : and depart. In the Tong history of the world such deeds 

ha\^e been done, such causes won; and they can be won again 
given opportunity, ^
